TONNAGE: Gordon reported that the waste tonnage decreased about 50T in 
Feb. 

CCD: Theresa provided the latest CCD flyer Ref 1. A new participant will take 
any small corded appliance to be recycled in MA. All the regulars will be there 
except maybe BoH. Juli will offer to fund a police officer for BoH. Gordon will 
discuss traffic direction w/ Chief Ryan. Juli will set up a doodle signup for 2 
shifts: 9-11, 11-1. Theresa will see if there is a way to streamline the receipts for 
payment. 

PAYT: Pete reviewed the presentation made to the BoS. BoS plan to vote 
Monday. PAYT is tangled up with the override. Selectmen think it important that 
people vote on PAYT. So far no satisfactory ballot design. Gordon & Juli to draft 
an email to BoS suggesting a 2 question ballot: 1 an override which assumes 
PAYT and 2 a non-binding vote to implement PAYT (like the beer & wine votes). 
The BoS may decide to recommend no action to Town Meeting. Should this 
happen, the ARC agreed to be ready to introduce a resolution to establish PAYT. 
Pete to draft with input from all. 

MEMBERSHIP: Voted unanimously to nominate Sue and to renominate all 
current members. Juli to check w/ Julie McDaniels & write letter to Moderator 
asking him to appoint accordingly. 

CONNECTION W/ SCHOOLS: Bishop asked for a presentation on recycling. 

Juli & Charlotte Milan are organizing it. Will be given by SAVE club members. 

Juli provided a recycling survey Ref 2 outline to be sent to all the schools as a 
teaching aid. This may lead to giving the recycling presentation at other schools. 
COMMUNICATION: Juli to set up a GoogleGroup to exchange information. No 
votes.
